As the pre-Yule home decorat- 
ing season got underway this 
week Menlo Park Fire District | 
Chief George Carter issued his an- | 
nual word of warning: 
when setting up those 
tions, to take adequate 
tions against fire. | 

And he added, for those who 
trees early, that they 
can be kept greener longer if the | 
same precautions are taken. 

“A good idea,’ says the chief, 
“is to cut the butt of your Christ- 
mas tree diagonally and let it 
stand. in a bucket of wet sand.” 

This can be used to keep 
the tree fresh if it’s stored out- 
side, and it also keeps it green 
if you use such a mounting in- 
doors.” | 

The local firefighting agency | 
has had trouble when candles are | 
used in decorations on Hallowe’en 
or on Christmas, and the use of, 
these or other open flames is dis- | 
couraged. 

“We also take a dim view of the 
use of cotton batting and tissue | 
paper, in the construction of or- 
naments,” Carter continued. 

“We don’t want to discourage 
youngsters from helping decorate 
the tree with ‘daisy chains’ and 
such, but we hope their parents | 
can find fire resistant papers and

ining commission. The first was 
made to Claude W. Wood of 34 
Stern lane by the unanimous ap- 
proval of the council. They all 
agreed that for the Woods to build 
a pool in the back yard was high- 
ly impracticable and that they 
should be allowed to build it in 
the side yard.
